Negroes Gain The Negro 
Ground on 
Community 


Employment

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Labor Department says Ne- 
groes gained substantial ground 
in employment the 
past 10 


years, but stand to lose most of 
it by 1975 unless they win a big- 
ger share of white collar and 
skilled jobs. 


Employment of Negroes and 


other nonwhites increased from 
6.4 million to 7.7 million since 
1955 — a much faster rate of 
growth than for white workers, 
saidna report in the Monthly La- 
bor Review. 


This brought the ratio of non- 


white workers to total employ- 
ment from 10.2 per cent in 1955 
to 10.7 per cent in 1965, it said. 


"Nevertheless, 
nonwhite 


workers continue to be dispro- 
portionate concentrated in less 
skilled blue-collar and service 
occupations," said the report by 
Joe L. Russell of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 


f nonwhites continue to hold 


the same proportion of jobs, 
their ratio of total employment 
will slip back to 10.3 per cent by 
1975, the report said, and their 
unemployment rate could be 
doubled because of the growing 
population. 


Despite the 10-year growth in 


jobs, unemployment for non- 
whites averaged at least twice 
the rat efor white workers and 
will be reduced in the future 
only if government and private 
job training programs and new 
laws against employment dis- 
crimination have a major im- 
pact, Russell said. 


The low skilled occupations in 


which Negroes and other non- 
white workers are now largely 
concentrated are expected to 
grow more slowly than other 
jobs, Russell said. 


More than half the 1.3 million 


gain in n o n white employment 
the past 10 years was in white 
collar jobs out still, less than 
one-fifth of all employed non- 
whites held such jobs compared 
with nearly one-half of all em- 
ployed white workers. 


Nonwhites have made the 


most headway in teaching jobs, 
where they now about equal the 
number of white teachers in 
elementary 
and 
secondary 


schools, the report said. 


Another area of significant 


gains for nonwhites was in cler- 
ical jobs, such as postal clerks, 
telephone 
operators, 
stock 


clerks, office machine operators 
and cashiers, the report said. 
The nonwhite ratio in clerical 
employment rose from 3.8 per 
cent to 5.7 per cent over the 1ft 
years.

Rain Needed 
by Wheat 
Farmers

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Wheat 


farmers need rain, and need it 
soon to ward off a short crop. 
The harvest, already underway 
in Texas and Oklahoma, is due 
to reach Kansas soon. 


Drought and late freezes have 


played havoc through most of 
ihe wheat growing areas of the 
Great Plains. 


Early forecasts of a bumper 


f-rop an: being sharply revised 
downward. Central and western 
Kansas, southeastern Colorado, 
eastern New Mexico, Nebraska 
and the eastern area of Wash- 
ington are the hardest hit. 


The effects of the dry weather 


have been felt in the Oklahoma 
and Texas panhandles, but not 
as much as in the other areas. 


Wheat fields in some areas of 


western Kansas 
are 
spotted 


with stunted plants. The wheat, 
weakened by drought and freez- 
ing, was vulnerable to addition- 
al 
damage 
from cutworms, 


green bugs and mites. 


But one farm expert sees a 


ray of hope — if rain comes. 


"Wheat 
is 
a 
remarkable 


crop," said Andrew B. Erhart, 
superintendent of t h e Garden 
City, Kan., branch of Kansas 
State University's Agricultural 
Experiment Station. "It can 
recover from what appears to 
be total damage to something 
less than total." 


In 
explaining 
recovery of 


some 
freeze-damaged 
wheat, 


Erhart said late heads have 
emerged in some fields. 


"Later wheat could still profit 


from rain if it arrives," he said.

the drier years of record, but 
not the driest." 


The hope blossomed a bit 


Wednesday night when the first 
substantial rain in weeks fell 
over central Kansas.

extensive enough to break the 
drought. 


Freezes in late April and in

Removal of Breast 
Deemed Safest- Procedure

—1 had my left breast re- 


moved because of suspicious 
cells. Tlie surgeon said there 
\\as no evidence of cancer. 
Of \vlial disease am 1 a vic- 
tim? 


A—If the suspicious tissues 


of the removed breast were 
examined microscopically by 
a competent pathologist' and 
no evidence of cancer was 
found you are a victim of a 
policy of better safe t h a n 
sorry, but not of cancer. 


Q—1 am 14 and my breasts 


are very large. Is there any- 
t h i n g I can do to reduce 
them? 


A—Sonic people nre never 


satisfied. An operation to re- 
move some of the breast tis- 
sue could be done but is not 
advisable. Taking male hor- 
mones might prevent any fur- 
ther development of your 
breasts but they would prob- 
ably also stiffen your beard. 
Better let well enough alone. 


Q—I am 16. Last month I 


started to have a slight yellow 
discharge from my breasts. 
What would cause this and 
what should I do? 


A — This may disappear 


spontaneously but if it per- 
sists for 2 or 3 months it may 
be an indication of a tumor of 
the pituitary. If this is the 
case, X-ray treatments direct- 
ed at this gland provide the 
surest cure. 


Q—I have a tennis elbow 


which hurts when I lift any- 
thing. How can I get rid of it? 


A—This Is a form of bur- 


sitis and judging by the let- 
ters I get there must be an 
epidemic of this disease. Mod- 
erate movement is necessary 
to prevent stiffening of the 
joint. Hot applications, dia- 
thermy or ultrasound treat- 
ments and a short course of 
cortisone should help you if 
the condition has not become 
chronic. 


Q—Is it usual for a woman 


to develop a lot of pimples on 
her face during the meno- 
pause? 


A—Acne In adolescents • is 


caused by an increased activ- 
ity of the oil glands of the 
skin. When the regular inter- 
nal secretion of the sex hor- 
mones becomes establishedUn 
the late teens or early 20s the 
acne usually clears up. Estro- 
gens (female hormones) have 
long been used with some 
limitations in the treatment 
of persistent acne. Thus -it 
would seem logical to expect 
an increase in acne when the 
ovaries no longer produce 
t h e i r own estrogens. This 
would occur, however, only 
in a woman whose skin was 
unusually oily. A carefully 
regulated maintenance dose 
of estrogens should help in 
such a case.
